IN  MEMORIAM 

ALFRED  J.  SZUMSKI,  Ph.D. 

(1926-1988) 

He  was  among  the  gentlest  of  men. 

On  March  6,  1988,  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Alumni  Association  of  VCU  lost  a  good  friend  and  tireless 
worker  when  Fred  Szumski  passed  away  after  a  long  illness.  Dr.  Szumski  held  the  position  of  vice-president, 
Basic  Health  Sciences  Division,  of  the  MCVAA  at  the  time  of  his  death  and  was  actively  involved  in  the 
deliberations  and  operation  of  the  Alumni  Association  Board  of  Trustees  to  the  very  end. 

Dr.  Szumski  received  his  baccalaureate  from  Richmond  Professional  Institute  (now  VCU's  Academic  Campus) 
and  his  certification,  and  later  his  M.S.  in  physical  therapy,  from  MCV  In  1963,  Dr.  Szumski  received  his  Ph.D. 
in  physiology  from  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  Additional  studies  at  the  Karolinska  Institute's  Nobel 
Institute  for  Neurophysiology  in  Stockholm,  Sweden,  were  taken  before  Dr.  Szumski  returned  to  MCV  as  a 
member  of  the  physiology  faculty.  Dr.  Szumski  was  associate  professor  of  physiology  at  the  time  of  his 
demise. 

Dr.  Szumski's  career  was  rich,  and  he  was  vitally  involved  in  his  profession.  He  was  a  member  of  numerous 
scientific  honorary  and  professional  societies  and  editor  of  Archives  of  Physical  Medicine  and  Rehabilitation.  Dr. 
Szumski  was  advisor  to  a  number  of  graduate  students;  and  he  served  as  a  visiting  scholar  in  West  Germany, 
the  People's  Republic  of  China,  the  Republic  of  China,  Hong  Kong,  and  Indo-China. 

Dr.  Szumski's  devotion  to  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Alumni  Association  was  unbounded.  He  served 
actively  and  willingly  on  committees  and  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  was  committed  to  the 
concept  of  the  Alumni  House  project  and  devoted  himself  to  making  it  become  a  reality.  His  wife,  Norma,  and 
son,  A.  J.,  Jr.,  gave  testimony  to  that  dedication  by  requesting  that  contributions  be  made  to  the  Alumni  House 
Fund  in  lieu  of  flowers. 

Fred  Szumski  will  be  missed  by  us  all.  His  gentle  goodwill  and  dedication  were  an  inspiration  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  trustees.

School  of  Basic 
Health  Sciences: 
Smallest  Is  Largest 


Editor's  note:  This  feature  article  is  the 
second  in  a  series  of  articles  in  the 
Scarab  featuring  the  schools  on  the 
MCV  Campus.

Dr.  S.  Gaylen  Bradley,  dean  of  the 
School  of  Basic  Health  Sciences, 
says  it  takes  a  certain  kind  of 
person  to  succeed  in  the  ever- 
changing  world  of  basic  health 
sciences. 

"Ours  is  a  profession  where  we 
hardly  ever  say  anything  nice  to 
each  other,"  he  explains.  "Our 
self-esteem  is  assaulted  continu- 
ously, so  self-confidence  is 
necessary.  Our  environment  is 
always  one  of  'you  could  have 
done  it  better.'  We  compete  with 
our  own  standards  and  the 
standards  of  someone  else  some- 
where else  in  the  world.  As 
scientists,  we  are  always  striving 
for  something  better." 

There  is  a  widespread  public 
misconception  as  to  exactly  what 
"basic  health  sciences"  is  and 
what  it  does.  Dr.  Bradley  admits, 
"The  phrase  'basic  health  sci- 
ences' sounds  like  the  name  of 
some  esoteric  hobby  rather  than  a 
serious  program  to  benefit 
humankind." 

In  fact,  the  School  of  Basic 
Health  Sciences  is  very  serious 
and  is  anything  but  an  esoteric 
hobby.  Although  the  smallest 


school  on  the  MCV  Campus  in 
student  population  (about  267 
predoctoral  students  and  74 
postdoctoral  trainees),  it  is  the 
largest  in  terms  of  federal  grant 
money  that  its  scientists  have 
earned  in  national  competition, 
with  some  $15.4  million  in  spon- 
sored research  programs  and  a 
total  operating  budget  exceeding 
$26  million  annually.  The  School 
of  Basic  Health  Sciences,  which 
teaches  the  basic  health  sciences 


Although  the  School  of 
Basic  Health  Sciences  is  the 
smallest  school  in  student 
population,  it  is  the  largest 
in  terms  of  federal  grant 
money. 

portion  of  the  curriculum  in  the 
Schools  of  Medicine,  Dentistry, 
Pharmacy,  Nursing,  and  Allied 
Health  Professions,  is  a  graduate 
program  with  graduate  students 
and  postdoctoral  trainees.  It 
includes  the  Departments  of 
Anatomy,  Biochemistry  and 
Molecular  Biophysics,  Biostatis- 
tics,  Human  Genetics,  Microbiol- 
ogy and  Immunology,  Pharmacol- 
ogy and  Toxicology,  Physiology, 
and  a  program  in  Biomedical 
Engineering.  Its  professors  also 
cross  over  to  the  Academic 


Campus  where  they  provide 
instruction  at  the  junior  and 
senior  levels  to  biology,  chemis- 
try, and  psychology  students 
in  the  College  of  Humanities 
and  Sciences. 

"In  psychology,  for  example, 
we  teach  about  drugs,  their 
use  and  misuse,  especially  con- 
centrating on  the  epidemiology  of 
abused  drugs  such  as  marijuana 
and  cocaine,"  Dr.  Bradley  ex- 
plains. "Students  may  be  those 
who  plan  to  enter  medical  or 
pharmacy  school,  and  it  makes 
the  transition  easier  when  they 
come  to  the  MCV  Campus." 

Graduate  students  who  enroll 
in  the  School  of  Basic  Health 
Sciences  remain  bound  together 
in  their  desire  for  advanced 
training  in  order  to  be  able  to 
solve  technical  problems.  In  that 
sense,  basic  health  sciences 
students  are  most  easily  identifia- 
ble as  researchers  possessed  of  an 
insatiable  curiosity  to  solve 
problems  and  find  answers. 

"They  may  range  from  biomedi- 
cal engineers  who  design  sophis- 
ticated equipment  to  those  who 
will  go  into  industry  or  hospitals 
and  actually  use  and  maintain  the 
equipment,"  Dr.  Bradley  says. 
"Our  Ph.D.  graduates  may  go 
into  industry,  government — 
particularly  in  the  area  of  drug 
development  or  environmental 
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safety — or  they  may  teach  and  do 
research  at  the  university  level." 

Dr.  Bradley  also  points  out  that 
in  three  of  the  four  years  that  the 
honor  of  Outstanding  Scientist  of

the  Year  has  been  awarded  by 
the  Science  Museum  of  Virginia,  it 
has  gone  to  a  basic  health  scien- 
tist: Dr.  Barry  Wolf  in  1986,  Dr. 
Francis  Macrina  in  1987,  and  Dr. 
Judith  Bond  in  1988.  The  research 
of  Dr.  Francis  Macrina,  professor 
and  chairman  of  microbiology  and 
immunology,  has  focused  on 
genetic  control  in  bacteria  that 
cause  dental  caries  and  on  the  ap- 
plication of  modern  genetic 
techniques  to  vaccine  develop- 
ment and  diagnostic  probes.  Dr. 
Macrina  is  the  director  of  the 
Biotechnology  Institute  of  the 
Center  for  Innovative  Technology. 
The  research  of  Dr.  Judith  Bond, 
professor  of  biochemistry,  has 
focused  on  the  action  of  enzymes 
(proteinases)  that  degrade  pro- 
teins inside  of  the  cell  and  on 
fundamental  questions  about  fac- 
tors that  determine  the  concentra- 
tion and  activity  of  proteinases 
within  cells. 

The  amount  and  kinds  of 
research  going  on  in  the  School  of 
Basic  Health  Sciences  at  any 
given  time  is  overwhelming,  and 
the  spectrum  of  study  is  broad.  In 
that  sense,  the  school's  research  is 
broader  than  the  School  of  Medi- 
cine's research  programs.  For 
example,  researchers  in  basic 
health  sciences  are  involved  in 
helping  Virginia  winegrowers 
make  a  better  wine,  as  well 
as  doing  medical  research. 

The  faculties  of  medicine  and 
basic  health  sciences  are  inte- 
grated completely  in  research  and 
research  training,  and  a  number 
of  grants  involve  members  from 
both  schools.  For  example,  the 
Department  of  Human  Genetics  is 
responsible  for  prenatal  screen- 


ing, with  analysis  done  by  basic 
health  scientists. 

"The  faculty  member  in  charge 
on  the  clinical  side  has  a  Ph.D. 
in  genetics  from  our  school. 
Anyone  viewed  at  risk  during 
pregnancy  because  of  age,  drug 
use,  or  previous  problems  can 
take  advantage  of  this  unique 
clinical  service,"  Dr.  Bradley  says. 
"It  helps  in  being  aware  of  poten- 
tial problems — should  the  child  be 
carried  to  term?  Should  there  be  a 
Caesarian  delivery?" 

An  example  of  breakthrough 
research  involves  what  Dr. 
Bradley  terms  "really  remarkable 
achievements"  in  the  area  of 
human  genetics. 

"Five  years  ago,  Dr.  Barry  Wolf, 
professor  of  human  genetics, 
discovered  an  enzyme  defect  in

the  metabolism  of  the  vitamin 
biotin  that  can  cause  mental 
retardation,"  Dr.  Bradley  ex- 
plains. "He  developed  a  clinical 
screening  test  that  was  imple- 
mented rapidly  to  detect  the 
deficiency  before  symptoms 
occurred.  This  development  is 
also  an  excellent  example  of 
incorporating  basic  health  sci- 


ences research  into  clinical 
medicine." 

Additionally,  a  number  of 
research  projects  cross  over  into 
other  schools,  such  as  the  School 
of  Dentistry.  One  such  collabora- 
tive project  involves  research 
into  periodontal  disease.  This 
periodontal  research  effort  is 
coordinated  by  Dr.  Harvey 
Schenkein  of  the  School  of  Den- 
tistry and  involves  basic  studies 
on  the  role  of  immune  reactions 
in  periodontal  diseases  led  by  Dr. 
John  Tew  in  the  School  of  Basic 
Health  Sciences. 

The  School  of  Nursing  recently 
developed  a  two-track  Ph.D. 
program,  with  one  track  involving 
research  training  in  microbiology 
and  immunology.  The  infection/ 
immunity  track  was  developed  by 
Dr.  Barbara  Mark,  assistant  dean 
of  nursing,  and  Dr.  Francis 
Macrina.  The  School  of  Nursing 
has  recruited  a  new  faculty 
member,  Dr.  Frances  Strodtbeck, 
to  serve  as  liaison  between 
nursing  and  microbiology  and 
immunology.  Dr.  Strodtbeck  is 
working  with  Dr.  Guy  Cabral, 
associate  professor  of  microbiol- 
ogy and  immunology,  on  a 
research  project  involving  viral 
pathogenesis. 

The  School  of  Allied  Health 
Professions  also  collaborates  with 
the  School  of  Basic  Health  Sci- 
ences in  offering  Ph.D.  programs 
jointly  between  physical  therapy

and  anatomy  or  physiology. 
These  research  degrees  are 
planned  primarily  as  physical 
therapy  faculty  development 
programs. 

The  School  of  Basic  Health 
Sciences  has  been  involved  with 
the  Massey  Cancer  Center  since 
its  early  planning  stages  in  1970. 
The  idea  was  formulated  by  a  few 
chairmen  in  medicine  and  basic 
health  sciences;  and  in  1972, 
VCU's  Board  of  Visitors  approved 
the  center's  establishment. 

"The  cancer  center  was  neces- 
sary because  cancer  is  such  an 
important  disease,  and  we  were 
not  making  as  much  progress  as 
we  needed  to  make.  We  needed 
cross-disciplines  to  work  together, 
and  having  a  building  would  help 
give  us  that  identity,"  Dr.  Bradley 
notes. 

"I  was  on  the  executive  steering 
committees  for  many  years  and 
was  scientific  director  from  1982 
to  1986,"  Dr.  Bradley  continues. 
"We  helped  to  define  the  scientific 
programs  housed  in  the  cancer 
center  and  made  the  decision  to

launch  the  bone  marrow  trans- 
plant program." 

Scientific  leadership  has  alter- 
nated between  a  faculty  member 
in  medicine  and  one  in  basic 
health  sciences.  Dr.  Walter 
Lawrence  headed  the  clinical 
program  of  the  Massey  Cancer 
Center,  and  Dr.  William  Banks 
headed  the  basic  health  sciences 
team  until  June  30,  1988,  when 
Dr.  David  Goldman,  professor  of 
internal  medicine  and  of  pharma- 
cology and  toxicology,  assumed 
the  leadership  of  the  center. 

An  area  of  the  School  of  Basic 
Health  Sciences'  community 
collaboration  involves  Richmond's 
Mathematics-Science  Center.  A 
variety  of  its  courses  are  provided 
by  the  basic  health  sciences 
faculty  on  the  MCV  Campus. 

"We  offer  several  courses  on 
human  anatomy,  microbiology, 
pharmacology,  and  human 
genetics,"  Dr.  Bradley  says,  "and 
there  are  usually  35  to  40  students 
per  class,  primarily  seventh-  to 
12th-grade  students,  who  come 
here  for  a  number  of  Saturday 


mornings.  We  try  to  keep  classes 
as  much  hands-on  as  possible." 

Dr.  Bradley  notes  that  participa- 
tion in  the  Mathematics-Science 
Center  is  good  public  relations  for

the  school.  "These  classes  touch 
families  and  also  serve  as  a 
form  of  long-term  recruitment. 
Word  has  spread  that  the  MCV 
Campus  is  a  place  where  science 
is  done,  and  I  have  seen  a  goodly 
number  of  those  students  return. 
Many  indicate  on  their  applica- 
tions that  they  attended  the 
Mathematics-Science  Center 
programs,"  he  says. 

An  area  of  increasing  concern 
in  both  academic  and  business 
communities  involves  issues  of 
internationalism.  During  February 
1988  convocation  ceremonies, 
VCU  president  Dr.  Edmund  F. 
Ackell  noted  that  internationalism 
is  "one  of  the  most  dramatic 
features  of  our  emerging  post- 
industrial  economy."  Dr.  Ackell 
said  that  universities  must  include 
international  awareness  in  their 
teaching  curricula,  in  scholarly 
activity,  and  in  their  services,  as 
well  as  "opening  our  classrooms 
and  our  doors  to  more  students 
from  other  countries  so  that  we 
can  get  to  know  each  other." 

Basic  health  sciences  may  have 
somewhat  of  a  head  start  on  other 
VCU  schools  in  the  area  of 
internationalism.  Dr.  H.  Jean 
Shadomy,  professor  of  microbiol- 
ogy and  immunology,  has  organ- 
ized a  number  of  activities  to 
bring  international  students 
together;  and  Dr.  Sawsan  Elmor- 
shidy,  Ph.D.  and  assistant  to 
Dr.  Bradley,  has  developed 
special  issues  of  Basic  Facts,  the 
bulletin  of  the  School  of  Basic 
Health  Sciences,  to  highlight 
international  trainees  and  their 
activities.  In  fact,  one  of  the 
school's  current  fund-raising 
projects  is  international  activities. 
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"We  are  very  much  committed 
to  internationalism,"  Dr.  Bradley 
says.  "We  have  devoted  a  substan- 
tial effort  to  this.  Many  of  our 
programs  and  faculty  are  known 
internationally.  Potential  students 
from  other  countries  seek  oppor- 
tunities to  study  here,  and  scien- 
tists from  all  over  the  world 
collaborate  with  our  faculty. 
When  we  know  someone  is 
coming  from  outside  of  the 
country,  we  try  to  link  them  up 
with  someone  of  their  own 
background  to  ensure  that  their 
transition  is  smooth.  Foreign 
students  do  have  a  lot  of  prob- 
lems— the  language,  diet,  finding 
places  to  live — and  often  an 
economic  shock.  We  have  a  large 
number  of  foreign  students  in 
basic  health  sciences,  and  the 
numbers  are  growing."

Dr.  Bradley  says  faculty  mem- 
bers also  keep  track  of  foreign 
students;  and  at  least  three  special 
events  are  held  annually  by  the 
students  themselves,  such  as  a 
recent  Near  East  event  featuring 
traditional  foods. 

Basic  health  sciences  offers 
some  help  with  English  as  a 
second  language  although  Dr. 
Bradley  points  out  that  English 
terminology  has  permeated  the 
scientific  community,  making 
communication  somewhat  easier. 

Despite  communication  difficul- 
ties that  must  be  addressed,  Dr. 
Bradley  emphasizes  the  advan- 
tages realized  by  an  international 
community  of  scholars:  "They  can 
bring  their  different  strategies 
and  experiences  to  bear  on 
complex  technical  questions  and 
thereby  arrive  at  ingenious 
answers." 

Curiosity  may  be  the  most 
important  prerequisite  for  basic

health  sciences'  students.  But  Dr. 
Bradley  says  there  are  other 
characteristics  needed  as  well. 

"Do  potential  students  have  the 
ability  to  do  numerical  analysis? 
Do  they  do  well  in  college  science 
courses?  What  about  their  verbal 
skills?"  he  says.  "They  should  be 
able  to  express  themselves  orally 
and  in  writing.  They  also  need  a 
good  work  ethic  because  science 
is  hard  work.  It  is  not  a  place  to 
relax.  You  need  a  willingness 
to  do  what  needs  to  be  done,  and 
you  need  to  be  enthusiastic." 

Although  graduates  usually 
find  job  security  in  their  chosen 
fields,  Dr.  Bradley  emphasizes  the 
need  for  self-confidence  and  self- 
esteem  in  a  world  where  improve- 
ment is  always  demanded.  "One 
of  the  things  we  want  to  do  is  to 
be  more  effective  in  translating 
the  important  work  we  are  doing 
into  practice,  such  as  the  recent 
development  of  a  hearing  aid  for 
the  nerve-deaf,"  he  says.  "Our 
biggest  single  problem  is  in  state 
conflict-of-interest  regulations, 
which  inadvertently  put  a  lot  of 
restrictions  on  our  ability  to  move 
inventions  into  the  marketplace." 

There  is  consensus  that  the 
School  of  Basic  Health  Sciences 
has  achieved  its  objectives  to 
develop  strong  departments  with 
specific  responsibilities  and  to 
develop  outstanding  faculty  in 
each  discipline,  offering  high 
quality  graduate  programs  and 
research  that  attracts  outside 
support  while  avoiding  duplica- 


tion of  teaching  resources  and 
research  facilities. 

About  the  future,  Dr.  Bradley 
says,  "I'd  like  for  us  to  be  recog- 
nized and  accepted  as  one  of  the 
truly  preeminent  institutions  in 
basic  health  sciences  research. 
I  would  like  to  see  more  discre- 
tionary funds  from  gifts  and 
endowments  and  from  discoveries 
and  inventions  directed 
to  the  school." 

Dr.  Bradley  predicts  health  and 
safety  education  and  research 
will  be  an  important  thrust  in 
the  future. 

"Our  role  in  health  and  safety 
education  will  be  deeply  felt  in 
industry,  in  such  areas  as  evaluat- 
ing risk  associated  with  chemical 
factors,  industrial  hygiene,  and 
environmental  health,"  he  says. 
"In  the  workplace,  we  can  be  of 
service  to  anyone  who  has  a 
hazard  problem.  I  also  believe  we 
will  be  even  more  involved  in  the 
scientific  aspects  of  treatment  and 
prevention  of  occupational 
illnesses  and  in  the  creation  of 
new  knowledge  about  them."   |"|

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Neuroscience  Nurses' 
Slide  Show  Saves  Lives

There  is  a  constant  low  din  and 
hustle  of  movement  in  the  Neu- 
roscience Intensive  Care  Unit  at 
MCV  Hospitals.  Patients  lie 
strapped  to  tubes  and  monitors, 
and  nurses  hurry  from  patient  to 
patient.  One  male  patient  sitting 
up  in  bed  asks  aloud  how  he  will 
have  a  bath  when  there  is  no  door 
to  his  cubicle  area.  "Weil  pull  the 
curtain  around  your  bed,"  a  nurse 
assures  him. 

Teenagers  partying  on  the 
weekend  don't  see  the  "down" 
side  to  their  partying  that  nurses 
in  the  neuroscience  unit  see 
routinely.  They  don't  know  the 
statistics  that  55  percent  of  all 
those  fatally  injured  in  auto 
crashes  had  alcohol  in  their  blood- 
stream. They  don't  know  that  the 
majority  of  patients  between  the 
ages  of  13  and  23  admitted  to  the 
Neuroscience  ICU  had  elevated 
blood  alcohol  levels  and  were  not 
wearing  seatbelts.  They  don't 
see  the  devastation  to  accident 
victims'  families  seen  by  the 
neuroscience  nurses.  And  most  of 
all,  they  don't  think  it  can  happen 
to  them. 

But  with  the  help  of  a  specially- 
produced  slide  presentation 
geared  to  teens  and  young  people 
called  "The  Party's  Over,"  the 
attitudes  of  young  people  are 
changing. 

"In  1985  a  core  group  of  about 
ten  to  15  nurses  began  to  brain- 
storm about  what  we  could  do,  as 
we  looked  at  the  unit  and  saw 
high  numbers  of  kids  with  severe 
head  and/or  spinal  cord  injuries, 
predominantly  as  the  result  of  car 
accidents,"  recalls  Ms.  Cathy  E. 
Friedrichs,  R.N.  (B.S.  nursing 
'82).  "We  saw  evidence  of  alcohol 
and  drug  use  and  no  seatbelts, 
and  we  wanted  to  do  something 
geared  to  potential  victims  as  a 
preventive  measure." 

Ms.  Dale  Russell  (B.S.  nursing 
'80),  unit  coordinator  of  the 


Neuroscience  ICU  from  1985  until 
January  1988,  began  working  with 
Ms.  Friedrichs  to  coordinate  a 
project  aimed  a  prevention.  The 
result  was  "The  Party's  Over," 
which  soon  became  a  group 
effort.  Nurses  involved  in  the 
project's  development  include  Ms. 
Margie  Marinus  (B.S.  nursing 
'80),  Ms.  Carol  Sorah  (B.S.  nurs- 
ing '83),  Ms.  Robin  Parks  (B.S. 
nursing  '82),  Ms.  Theresa  Papp, 
Ms.  Jan  West,  Ms.  Sharon  Key, 
Ms.  Vicky  Dunk,  Ms.  Kelly 
Crosby,  Ms.  Betsy  Hatcher,  and 
Ms.  Cheryl  O'Connor.  Other 
MCVH  nurses  who  supported  the 
project's  development  or  gave 
community  presentations  are  Ms. 
Lynn  Goodloe  (B.S.  nursing  '86), 
Ms.  Marie  Brown,  Mr.  Nick 
Frank,  Ms.  Whitney  Spencer,  Ms.

Mitchell,  Ms.  Celeste  Noyles,  and 
Ms.  Tima  Smith.  MCVH  neuro- 
surgeon and  Neuroscience  ICU 
medical  director  Dr.  John  Ward 
acted  as  medical  advisor,  and  Mr. 
David  Tiller  of  WRVQ-94  FM 
served  as  narrator. 

During  the  eight  months  it  took 
to  write  the  script,  gather  the 
appropriate  slides,  and  select  the 
pop/rock  music  soundtrack,  the 
nurses  met  on  their  own  time  and 
used  their  own  funds  for  produc- 
tion costs.  The  final,  20-minute 
version  was  first  shown  in  No- 
vember 1986;  since  then  more 
than  7,900  high  school  students 
and  numerous  adult  groups  have 
viewed  the  special  presentation. 

"The  Party's  Over"  opens  with 
slides  of  partying  teenagers 
hoisting  beer  cans  to  the  strains  of 
the  rock  song,  "Fight  for  Your 
Right  to  Party."  The  partying 
scenes  are  intercut  with  school 
scenes  of  cheerleaders,  the  beach, 
weddings,  and  teens  at  play.  But

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the  mood  changes  as  slides  show 
patients  hooked  to  machines, 
people  being  cut  out  of  wrecked 
cars,  burned  faces,  and  scenes  of 
patients  hooked  to  devices  that 
emphasize  their  dependency. 
Poignant  slides  of  saddened 
family  members  at  loved  ones' 
bedsides  have  a  mournful  love 
song,  "All  at  Once,"  acting  as  a 
slide  backdrop.  A  picture  of  a 
vibrant,  smiling  young  man  in 
graduation  garb  waving  his  high 
school  diploma  is  contrasted  to  an 
"after  the  party"  picture  of  the 
same  young  man,  gaunt  and 
wheelchair-bound . 

"Our  goal  is  simple:  to  decrease 
the  number  of  kids  we  see  in  the 
Neuroscience  ICU,"  says  Ms. 
Vicky  Prince,  R.N.,  clinician  and 
educational  coordinator  of  the  14- 
bed  unit.  "Before  the  film  the  kids 
in  the  audience  are  noisy;  but  by 
the  end  they  are  silent,  so  you 
know  they  are  really  thinking 
about  what  they  have  seen." 

"There  is  a  lot  of  response  in 
audiences  where  they  knew 
someone  who  was  badly  hurt  or 
killed  in  a  car  accident,"  says  Ms. 
Margie  Marinus,  an  administra- 
tive clinician  from  1982-86  who 
now  serves  as  an  instructor  in 
the  Department  of  Nursing 
Education. 


"It's  very  emotional  for  some  of 
them,"  Ms.  Prince  adds. 

After  the  film's  completion, 
nurses  began  calling  area  high 
schools  and  offering  to  present 
the  slide  show.  A  nurse  always 
goes  out  with  the  film,  and  none 
of  the  nurses  were  paid  at  first; 
presentations  were  done  on  their 
days  off,  on  their  own  time.  By 
the  spring  of  1987,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Motor  Vehicles'  interest  in 
the  show  brought  a  $1,500  grant 
for  equipment;  and  by  the  sum- 
mer, an  MCVH  grant  allowed 
nurses  to  be  paid  for  their  time  in 
going  out  to  present  it. 

One  of  the  big  concerns  was 
that  the  slides  would  be  too 
strong  for  young  audiences. 
Driver  education  teachers,  school 
principals,  SADD  (Students 
Against  Drunk  Driving)  represen- 
tatives, and  school  boards  were 
contacted  to  preview  the  show.  It 
also  was  important  to  the  nurses 
producing  the  show  that  the 
family  angle  and  the  devastation 
that  families  feel  watching  a  loved 
one  who  may  never  again  be  the 
same  be  presented  truthfully. 

"That  is  what  we  deal  with 
every  day,"  explains  Ms.  Mari- 
nus. "Teenagers  think  nothing 
will  ever  happen  to  them.  We 


wanted  to  say,  'This  is  what  can 
happen  to  you.'  " 

Questionnaires  are  distributed 
to  teachers  to  give  to  students 
about  a  month  after  the  showing 
so  that  the  show's  impact  can  be 
measured.  Most  student  viewers 
report  that  they  remember  the  sad 
stories;  the  "faces,  bodies,  and 
blood";  the  reality  of  life  after 
such  injuries;  and  "the  pictures." 
The  majority  answer  "yes"  to 
the  questions,  "Has  the  presenta- 
tion changed  any  part  of  your 
lifestyle?"  and  "Did  you  share 
this  information  with  anyone 
else?"  Students  write,  "It  made 
me  think  how  precious  life  is"  or 
"I  remember  how  it  changed  that 
person's  lifestyle  from  happy  and 
carefree  into  a  nightmare  from 
which  there  is  no  awakening."  Re- 
sults of  such  ongoing  evaluations, 
plus  feedback  received  during 
question-and-answer  sessions  af- 
ter a  showing,  lead  MCVH  nurses 
to  believe  that  the  film  has  made 
an  impact. 

"I  don't  know  what  the  exact 
statistics  are,  but  I  don't  think  we 
are  seeing  as  many  (patients)  of 
high-school  age  now,"  Ms. 
Friedrichs  notes. 

"You  always  have  one  crackpot 
kid  at  a  presentation,  saying  it 
can't  happen  to  him  or  her;  but 
the  presentations  are  very  reward- 
ing," Ms.  Prince  says. 

One  or  two  presentations  are 
now  being  given  on  a  weekly 
basis.  In  addition  to  school 
presentations,  numerous  clubs, 
churches,  and  civic  groups  have 
viewed  the  film. 

The  nurses  shrug  off  others' 
praise  of  their  devotion  of  per- 
sonal time  and  money  to  the 
production  of  the  slide  show. 

"We  don't  always  see  our 
impact  on  the  viewers,"  says  Ms. 
Friedrichs,  "but  after  a  showing, 
we  usually  hear  positive  com- 
ments from  some  of  the  kids.  It  is 
very  rewarding."  f|

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Dr.  Michael  O.  McMunn 
Heads  Alumni  Association

Dr.  Michael  O.  McMunn  (D.D.S. 
'77),  a  practicing  dentist  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  is  the  new 
president  of  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  of  VCU.  Dr.  McMunn 
is  exuberant,  and  his  optimism 
seems  contagious.  He  admits  he 
wants  to  bring  that  same  spirit  to 
his  duties  as  Alumni  Association 
president. 

"We  are  22,000  strong  in  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association," 
he  points  out,  "and  our  chief  role 
as  alumni  is  to  support  our 
University.  We  are  an  untapped 
resource  for  the  University." 

He  continues,  "MCV  is  our 
roots,  so  it's  important  to  go  back 
to  MCV  and  do  what  we  can  for 
the  next  generations  to  come 
through  MCV.  Just  like  parents 
want  everything  for  their  kids,  I 


see  students  in  the  dental  school 
as  youngsters  coming  after  me; 
and  I  want  everything  for  them — 
the  best  equipment,  the  best 
professors,  the  best  education." 

Dr.  McMunn  took  a  circuitous 
route  to  his  career  as  a  dentist  and 
as  a  sincere  and  enthusiastic 
cheerleader  for  MCV,  the  Health 
Sciences  Division  of  VCU.  A 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  native, 
he  graduated  from  Edinboro  State 
College  (now  Edinboro  Univer- 
sity) with  a  liberal  arts  degree. 

"I  was  going  to  go  to  a  graduate 
program,  but  I  was  so  sick  and 
tired  of  school  that  I  took  some 
time  off,"  he  recalls,  laughing.  "I 
hitchhiked  to  New  England  and 
wound  up  in  Marble  Head, 
Massachusetts.  I  met  a  man  who 
had  a  50-foot  yacht  and  needed  a 
captain.  I'd  done  enough  sailing 
to  get  hired,  and  he  just  took  me 


under  his  wing.  He  was  68 
years  old  at  the  time,  quite 
wealthy,  and  retired,  so  he 
showed  me  all  about  boating." 

Dr.  McMunn  worked  on  the 
yacht  all  summer  and  then  moved 
to  New  York  City  and  worked  as 
a  weekend  ski  instructor  for  a 
friend  who  ran  a  ski  tour  busi- 
ness. He  also  became  a  substitute 
teacher  in  Long  Island,  New  York, 
on  weekdays.  This  led  to  a  job 
teaching  sixth-grade  mathematics 
for  a  semester,  until  the  U.S. 
Army  intervened.  Dr.  McMunn 
was  drafted  and  spent  13  months 
in  Vietnam. 

"I  went  over  as  a  transportation 
specialist — they  are  the  guys  that 
move  everything — weapons,  food, 
dead  bodies,"  he  explains. 
Although  Dr.  McMunn  says  he 
never  had  a  gun  in  Vietnam,  he 
later  moved  to  special  services  in 
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Long  Bihn  and  says,  "I  learned  to 
sleep  under  loud  mortar  fire, 
and  to  this  day,  my  heart  still 
flutters  at  a  loud  noise." 

When  he  returned  to  the  states, 
Dr.  McMunn  and  his  wife, 
Kristine,  an  art  teacher  he'd 
married  before  being  sent  to 
Vietnam,  talked  about  the  future. 

"I  had  no  career  plans.  We 
talked,  and  I  decided  that  al- 
though I  loved  teaching,  I  didn't 
want  to  teach  for  the  rest  of  my 
life,"  he  says.  "I  had  two  college 
friends  who  were  going  to  dental 
school  and  were  just  enthralled 
with  it;  I  visited  them  and  my 
wife's  brother,  who  is  also  a 
dentist.  I  had  the  science  back- 
ground, and  I  felt  it  would  give 
me  the  independence  I  couldn't 
have  in  teaching.  My  brother-in- 
law  encouraged  me  to  apply  to 
MCV." 

After  graduation,  Dr.  McMunn 
was  accepted  in  the  residency 
program  at  Michael  Reese  Medical 
Center  in  Chicago.  He  chuckles 
when  he  talks  about  "the  first 
miracle"  that  happened  while  he 
and  Kristine  lived  in  Chicago. 

"We  had  been  married  since 
1969,  and  by  this  time  it  was  1977 
and  there  were  no  children,"  he 
explains.  We  had  seen  a  fertility 
specialist,  and  no  one  could  tell 
us  what  was  wrong.  But  Kris 
became  pregnant  shortly  after  we 
moved  to  Chicago;  and  our 
daughter,  Molly,  was  born  in 
1978." 

Shortly  after  Molly's  birth  and 
the  completion  of  his  residency 
program,  the  McMunns  moved 
back  to  the  Richmond  area  and  he 
established  his  dental  practice  in 
Richmond's  West  End.  Two  and  a 
half  years  ago,  the  family  had  its 
"second  miracle"  when  they 
adopted  Mikey,  now  two  years 
old.  Dr.  McMunn  says  he  and  his 
wife  had  been  trying  to  adopt  a 
child  with  "no  luck  at  all"  when  a 
series  of  miraculous  events 
brought  Mikey  into  their  lives, 
home,  and  hearts.  The  love  that 
Dr.  McMunn  has  for  children 
in  general  and  for  his  family  in 
particular  is  part  of  his  desire,  he 
says,  "to  serve  mankind  not  just 
as  a  dentist,  but  in  general." 

He  wants  to  bring  that  same 
attitude  to  his  tenure  as  MCV 
Alumni  Association  president.  An 


alumni  house  is  a  top  priority. 

"I  think  a  prestigious  school 
like  ours  should  have  a  respecta- 
ble alumni  house,"  he  says.  "I'd 
like  to  see  it  used  as  a  gathering 
location  for  students  for  special 
functions,  a  mini-guest  house  for 
visiting  dignitaries,  a  faculty 
club  where  faculty  members  could 
go  for  lunch,  and  as  a  central 
point  for  homecoming  activities." 

He  adds,  "I'd  like  alumni  to 
become  more  visible  in  their 
support  of  the  University.  They 
have  not  often  been  solicited  to 
get  involved  financially,  and  a 
number  of  alumni  committees  are 
almost  nonfunctional.  I'd  like  to 
see  these  committees  get  more 
involved.  In  the  past,  the  Alumni 
Association  has  been  a  group  of 
very  dedicated  people  almost 
working  by  themselves  to  com- 
plete a  land  transfer  with  VCU 
and  then  build  a  new  alumni 
house  on  the  new  land.  My  hope 
is  that  we  can  put  the  land  trans- 
fer behind  us  and  go  on  and  build 
the  house." 

Dr.  McMunn  says  he  plans  to 
work  with  Alumni  Association 
officers  so  that  alumni  can  be 
educated  to  become  involved,  "so 
they  don't  see  the  University  as 
just  a  stopping  point  in  their 
lives." 

He  believes  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation needs  to  go  to  professional 
societies  to  solicit  their  support, 
and  he  has  ambitious  ideas  for 
fundraisers  that  could  be  done. 

"VCU  will  celebrate  its  150th 
anniversary  this  year,  and  I'm 
trying  to  organize  a  run  or  a  bike 
ride  across  Virginia  to  mark  this 
special  anniversary,"  he  notes. 
"We  need  to  be  visible." 

In  addition  to  his  private  dental 
practice,  Dr.  McMunn  has  taught 
as  a  clinical  associate  professor 
in  the  School  of  Dentistry  since 
1979.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Virginia  and  American  Dental 
Associations,  the  Richmond 
Dental  Society,  and  is  a  former 
editor  for  the  Virginia  Dental 
Association's  journal.  He  is  also 
president  of  the  Virginia  Chapter 
of  the  Academy  of  General 
Dentistry,  which  requires  its 
members  to  obtain  25  hours  of 
continuing  dental  education 


annually  and  boasts  30,000 
members  nationwide. 

With  all  that  activity,  Dr. 
McMunn  emphasizes  he  still  finds 
time  for  his  family — an  admitted 
priority — and  teaching  a  liturgy 
class  for  fourth  and  fifth  graders 
at  his  home  church,  St.  Mary's 
Catholic  Church.  The  McMunn 
family  played  host  this  year  to  a 
Spanish  exchange  student. 
("Beline  is  really  a  member  of  our 
family.")  And  Dr.  McMunn  says 
he  somehow  finds  time  to  play 
basketball,  jog,  ski,  and  travel. 
"We  get  out  a  lot  and  take  a  lot  of 
weekend  trips,"  he  says. 

Of  the  Alumni  Association  and 
its  future,  the  new  president 
emphasizes,  "Everything  will  fall 
into  place  after  the  Alumni  House 
is  completed.  Until  we  have  a 
house,  we  can't  really  do  the 
things  we  need  to  do.  I'm  goal- 
oriented,  and  my  goal  is,  overall, 
better  awareness  of  the  Alumni 
Association  and  its  importance  in 
the  growth  of  the  University.  We 
just  need  to  overcome  apathy  and 
disenchanted  people  and  get 
people  motivated."  ||

Cites  Accomplishments

Dr.  Kurt  M.  Obeck,  the  outgoing 
president  of  MCV  Campus' 
Student  Government  Association, 
graduated  from  the  School  of 
Dentistry  in  May.  He  has  been 
commissioned  as  an  army  officer 
and  is  spending  his  first-year 
residency  at  Fort  Benning,  Geor- 
gia. As  Dr.  Obeck  leaves  behind 
his  student  days  on  the  MCV 
Campus,  he  also  leaves  a  sense  of 
accomplishment  as  student 
president  during  his  tenure  from 
1987-88. 

"VCU-MCV  is  a  big  institu- 
tion," he  observes,  "so  it  takes  a 
long  time  to  accomplish  things. 
But  being  involved  in  student 
government  is  positive.  If  one 
student  has  a  complaint  that  may 
seem  minor,  later  you  will  hear 
from  hundreds  of  students  who 
are  glad  when  the  student  gov- 
ernment was  instrumental  in 
getting  something  changed.  It  is  a 
good  feeling  to  be  the  middle- 
man, to  see  things  carried  out  that 
the  administration  may  not  see 
but  that  students  have  to  deal 
with  every  day." 

A  major  accomplishment 
during  Dr.  Obeck's  term  as  presi- 
dent was  the  construction  of  two 
kiosks  built  in  locations  serving  all 
the  schools  on  the  MCV  Campus. 

"The  kiosks  have  improved 
communication  greatly,  and  one 
of  our  major  problems  has  been 
communication,"  he  explains. 
"We  had  monthly  student  govern- 
ment meetings,  and  information 
had  to  be  distributed  to  students 
at  large  by  the  student  govern- 
ment representatives.  Sometimes 
the  information  would  get  to  the 
students,  and  sometimes  it 
wouldn't.  Now  students  can  go  to 
the  kiosks  and  look  for  posted 
information  on  coming  events  and 
student  affairs." 

Dr.  Obeck,  a  Hampton,  Vir- 
ginia, native,  came  to  the  Univer- 
sity after  three  years  of  study  at 


Hampden-Sydney  College,  where 
he  had  also  been  involved  in 
student  government.  The  oldest 
of  a  family  of  six  children,  he  has 
lived  all  over  the  world  as  the 
family  followed  his  father's  career 
in  the  air  force. 

"I  always  liked  working  with 
my  hands,  and  I  always  liked 
science.  I  investigated  both 
medicine  and  dentistry  as  possi- 
ble careers  and  looked  at  both 
dentists'  and  doctors'  lifestyles.  It 
seemed  that  dentistry  allowed 
more  free  time,  more  time  for 
your  family,  while  allowing  you 
to  still  be  dedicated  to  your 
profession,  so  I  opted  for  den- 
tistry," he  says. 

Of  his  transfer  from  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Dr.  Obeck  says,  laugh- 
ing, "With  Hampden-Sydney 
being  out  in  the  country,  I  drove 
down  a  lot  of  one-way  streets  the 
wrong  way  when  I  first  came 
here!  But  I  grew  to  love  MCV's 
urban  atmosphere.  I  expected  it  to 
be  tough,  and  it  was  a  lot  tougher 
than  I  thought.  I  kept  expecting 
it  to  get  easier  as  I  moved  toward 
my  senior  year,  and  instead  it  got 
tougher.  The  clinical  aspects  are 
good,  and  there  are  changes 
going  on  now  that  I  think  will 
make  our  dentistry  school  one  of 
the  top  schools  in  the  nation." 

Dr.  Obeck  says  he  would  like  to 
see  changes  among  the  students 
involving  the  issue  of  student 
apathy.  "A  lot  of  students  come 
here  who  are  set  in  their  ways. 
They  have  their  work  cut  out  for 
them,  but  they  also  don't  realize 
they  need  to  have  balance  be- 
tween their  educational  life  and 
their  social  life,"  he  believes. 
"People  who  commute  or  have 
families  can't  participate  as  much 
in  school  life,  but  a  lot  of  students 
who  live  on  campus  don't  get 
involved,  even  with  their  own 
classes.  Helping  increase  commu- 
nications has  helped,  I  believe, 


but  I  would  still  like  to  see  a  more 
unified  east-west  campus." 

Dr.  Obeck  says  he  doesn't  plan 
to  make  a  career  of  the  U.S. 
Army.  After  he  leaves  the  army, 
he'd  like  to  associate  with  another 
dentist  or  set  up  his  own  practice. 
He  has  been  commissioned  for  a 
three-year  stint  in  the  army  and 
hopes  he  can  go  to  Germany 
for  the  last  two  years  of  his 
enlistment. 

"Moving  with  my  family  all 
over  the  world  let  me  see  different 
people  and  places  and  never 
really  get  stagnant,"  he  says.  "My 
family  is  in  Hampton,  and  I  have 
spent  a  lot  of  time  in  Virginia  and 
really  like  it,  so  who  knows?  I 
might  come  back  to  Virginia  and 
set  up  my  practice!  I  don't  yet  feel 
prepared  financially,  but  I  feel 
prepared  clinically."  |~|

Caravati  Chair,  Smith  Chair,  Robins  Professorship, 
and  Martin  Fund  Are  Established 


The  MCV  Foundation  has  begun  a 
$750,000  campaign  to  honor  Dr. 
Charles  M.  Caravati  (M.D.  '22)  and  a 
$1  million  campaign  to  honor  Dr. 
Leroy  Smith  (M.D.  '36).  In  addition, 
funds  have  been  received  to  establish 
a  distinguished  professorship  in 
honor  of  E.  Claiborne  Robins  (phar- 
macy '33)  and  Dr.  Berkeley  H.  Martin, 
Jr.,  (M.D.  '42). 

Annual  income  from  the  Charles 
M.  Caravati  Chair  will  provide  funds 
to  attract  an  outstanding  national 
leader  in  gastroenterology  who 
is  accomplished  in  clinical  medicine, 
teaching,  and  research.  This  leader 
will  continue  the  tradition  of  excel- 
lence started  by  Dr.  Caravati  in 
the  Division  of  Gastroenterology. 

Richmond's  founding  father  of 
gastroenterology,  Dr.  Caravati  oper- 
ated a  private  general  practice  in 
Richmond  for  15  years  before  he  be- 
gan treating  patients  with  diseases  of 
the  stomach  and  intestines  as  the  only 
physician  in  Virginia  certified  in  the 
specialty.  During  that  time  he  also 
served  as  chief  of  gastroenterology 
services  at  MCV.  In  1966,  Dr.  Caravati 
closed  his  private  practice  to  become 
assistant  dean  of  continuing  medical 
education;  he  retired  from  that  posi- 
tion in  1973. 

Funds  donated  to  the  Caravati 
Chair  will  be  matched  by  the  Eminent 
Scholars  Program  funded  by  the  state. 

Annual  income  from  the  Leroy 
Smith  Chair  will  provide  funding  for 
the  salary  and  research  activities  of 
a  prominent  clinician,  teacher,  and  re- 
searcher in  the  Division  of  Plastic  and 
Reconstructive  Surgery  and  to  merge 
the  talents  and  capabilities  of  MCV 
Hospitals  and  Children's  Hospital  to 
establish  a  center  of  clinical  excellence 
in  children's  reconstructive  surgery. 

Income  from  the  fund  also  will 
be  used  to  further  enhance  the  Oper- 
ation Kids  project,  organized  by  the 
Division  of  Plastic  and  Reconstructive 
Surgery  in  1987  to  perform  plastic 
surgery,  burn  reconstruction,  and  or- 
thopedic surgery  on  children  in 
third  world  countries. 

Dr.  Smith  was  the  first  physician  in 
Richmond  to  practice  plastic  surgery 
and  in  1947  became  the  city's  first 
board-certified  plastic  surgeon.  He 
established  the  field  of  plastic  and 
reconstructive  surgery  at  both  MCV 
Hospitals  and  Children's  Hospital. 
During  his  50-year  career,  Dr.  Smith 
donated  his  time  and  skills  to  correct 
facial  deformities  for  about  6,000 


children  who,  as  patients  of  Chil- 
dren's Hospital,  received  this  treat- 
ment without  charge.  He  retired  from 
practice  in  1986. 

The  first  distinguished  professor- 
ship in  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
was  initiated  by  a  $125,000  gift  from 
Mr.  Robins  to  attract  outstanding 
scholars  to  the  school.  Efforts  are  un- 
der way  to  match  the  gift  through 
private  donations,  and  the  school 
hopes  it  will  generate  funds  from  the 
Eminent  Scholars  Program. 

Chairman  of  the  board  of  A.  H. 
Robins  Company,  Mr.  Robins  re- 
ceived an  honorary  Doctor  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Science  degree  from  MCV  in 
1958,  the  Edward  A.  Wayne  Medal  for 
Distinguished  Service  from  VCU  in 
1978,  and  the  Outstanding  Alumnus 
Award  from  the  MCV  Alumni  Associ- 
ation of  VCU  in  1986.  He  served  as 
president  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Associ- 
ation in  1951. 

Annual  income  from  the  Berkeley 
H.  Martin,  Jr.,  Fund,  established 
by  Dr.  Martin's  family  in  his  memory, 
will  be  used  for  ophthalmology 
research  and  resident  training  in  the 
Department  of  Ophthalmology. 

Dr.  Martin  practiced  ophthalmol- 
ogy in  Richmond  for  30  years  until  his 
death  in  1987. 

MCV  Campus  to  Establish 
National  Brain  Injury  Center 

The  National  Institute  on  Disability 
and  Rehabilitation  Research  has 
awarded  a  $3.25  million  grant  to  the 
MCV  Campus  to  establish  a  national 
center  to  help  people  who  have 
suffered  severe  brain  injury.  The 
center  will  be  one  of  three  in  the 
country  specializing  in  traumatic 
brain-injury  research  and  rehabilita- 
tion training  developed  by  the  federal 
government. 

The  $3.25  million,  five-year  grant  is 
in  addition  to  $2.55  million  in  other 
federal  grants  that  have  been  received 
over  16  months,  bringing  the  federal 
grant  total  to  $5.8  million.  No  other 
brain  injury  program  in  the  United 
States  has  received  as  much  federal 
money. 

The  Department  of  Rehabilitation 
Medicine  will  oversee  the  grant;  and 
Dr.  Henry  H.  Stonnington,  professor 
and  departmental  chairman,  will 
direct  the  project.

The  five  honorees  were  Dr.  Ba- 
ruj  Benacerraf  (M.D.  '45),  a  1980 
Nobel  Prize  laureate;  Dr.  Walter 
Lawrence,  Jr.,  then  director  of  the 
Massey  Cancer  Center,  professor  of 
surgery,  and  chairman,  Division  of 
Surgical  Oncology;  Dr.  Hugo  R. 
Seibel,  associate  dean  for  student 
activities,  School  of  Medicine;  Dr. 
Joseph  R.  Zanga,  professor  of  pediat- 
rics; and  Dr.  Purusottam  Jena,  profes- 
sor of  physics  on  the  Academic 
Campus. 

Dr.  Benacerraf,  recommended  by 
VCU  to  be  selected  a  Centennial 
Alumnus  by  the  National  Association 
of  State  Universities  and  Land  Grant 
Colleges,  was  recognized  for  his 
outstanding  contributions  to  his  pro- 
fession and  his  exemplary  personal 
life. 

Dr.  Benacerraf  served  an  internship 
at  Queens  General  Hospital  and  a 
research  fellowship  at  Columbia 
University  before  working  at  Brous- 
sais  Hospital  in  Paris,  teaching  at  New 
York  University,  and  heading  the 
National  Institute  of  Allergy  and 
Infectious  Diseases  for  two  years. 
Fabyan  Professor  of  Comparative 
Pathology  and  chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  Pathology  at  Harvard 
Medical  School,  he  also  has  been 
president  and  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  Dana  Farber  Cancer  Institute 
since  1980. 

Dr.  Lawrence  received  the  Univer- 
sity Award  of  Excellence  for  his 
contributions  to  the  University,  partic- 
ularly in  the  areas  of  teaching,  re- 
search, and  public  service.  Recog- 
nized for  his  technical  excellence  and 
administrative  skills,  he  has  been  a 
primary  force  in  the  development  of 
the  Massey  Cancer  Center. 

In  addition  to  his  University  re- 
sponsibilities and  major  external  roles 
in  the  National  Cancer  Institute,  the 
American  College  of  Surgeons,  the 
American  Cancer  Society,  the  Ameri- 
can Board  of  Surgery,  and  other 
organizations,  Dr.  Lawrence  has 
influenced  trends  in  surgical  educa- 
tion. He  is  described  as  a  master 
teacher  who  is  extremely  active  at  all 
levels  of  the  curriculum. 

The  Distinguished  Teaching  Award 
was  presented  to  Dr.  Seibel  in  recog- 
nition of  his  inspirational  commit- 
ment to  his  students  and  the  Univer- 
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sity.  Known  nationally  for  his 
devotion  to  medical  students  and 
their  career  development,  Dr.  Seibel 
serves  tirelessly,  never  giving  any 
assignment  less  than  his  full  zeal  and 
skill.  Awards  he  has  received  that 
are  indicative  of  students'  opinions  of 
his  teaching  skills  are  eight  Outstand- 
ing Teacher  of  the  Academic  Year 
awards,  three  Excellence  in  Medical 
Education  honors,  Professor  of  the 
Year,  Professor  Who  Wrote  the  Most 
Pertinent  Exam  Questions,  and  Most 
Accessible  Professor. 

Dr.  Zanga  received  the  Distin- 
guished Service  Award  for  his  unself- 
ish contributions  to  the  University, 
the  community,  and  the  nation.

Dr.  I.  David  Goldman,  professor  of 
internal  medicine  and  chairman  of  the 
Division  of  Hematology  and  Medical 
Oncology,  is  the  new  director  of  the 
Massey  Cancer  Center.  He  succeeds 
Dr.  Walter  Lawrence,  Jr.,  who  has 
stepped  down  after  14  years  of 
service. 

Dr.  Goldman  is  best  known  for  his
